| berta’s lumber industry, flourishes 
in areas where well-drained and 
| heavily-mossed soil is available to 
hold moisture, Although lumber 
companies are required by law to 
cut new lumber stands according to 
regulations specifying the size and 
development of the trees cut, In 
some areas the felling of mature 
trees has not had the desired effect 
of accelerating the growth of young 
trees, 

The area in which the project is 
being carried on contains a mixed 
stand consisting of 40 per cent pop- 
lar and 60 per cent spruce. The trees 

vary in age from 100 to 250 gat 
Estimated yield of the spruce at 
present would be from 5,000 to 20,- 
000 f.b.m. per acre. 

For the purpose of the experiment, 
24 of the finest patches of growing 
spruce will be chosen. They will be 
combined into three blocks, of eight 
patches each. Mature trees in each 
patch will be cut to a separate and 
distinct pattern and studied over a 
period to determine which pattern 
permits best growth in the trees. 

Trees left standing will be mea- 
sured immediately after logging 
operations are completed. They will
